plaint and that they did not want to go 
on strike and had no intention of doing 
so. Most of the waiters and memters of 
the staff come from New York. 

The waiters’ representatives said that 
they had engaged in the recent 
strike in New York and had good cause 
to remember what they received at the 
hands of a man in hotel labor circles in 
Boston. 

J. C. LaVin, the hotel manager, re- 
ceived a letter from Edward Blochlinger, 
who claimed to represent No. 6 of the 
International Hotel Workers Union. and 
returned it, as he said it did not interest 
him. He said that he had had no word 
from any department that the emplovees 
were dissatisfied with conditions and that. 
if they were they knew that they could 
come to him and he would deal with them 
in a just manner. 

Mr. LaVin declares that he will con- 
fer with no labor union about the hotel, 
that he will operate the establishment 
for the best interests of everyone con- 
cerned. 

The letter from the representative of 
the new local branch of the hotel] work- 
ers, which was organized here during 
the short strike against the Hotel 
Touraine, asked that Manager lLaVin 
“respond within a reasonable time,” de- 
claring that otherwise, “we shall take 
whatever action seems to us to be for 
the best interest of our organization.” 

Wages of the laundry girls and cham- 
bermaids, rooming conditions and hours 
of work constitute the conditions to 
which the union through Organizer 
Blochlinger takes exception. The letter 
declares it is believed the new 54-hour 
labor law regulation for women is not 
being complied’ with.

SOUTHAMPTON, England — When, 
close on three hundred years ago, the 
little band of Pilgrim fathers left 
Southampton in the Mayflower on the 
15th of August, they can have little | 
imagined either that they were setting | 
iorth to found a vast nation, that 
atter a lapse of three centuries a meim- 
orial would be erected to commemorate 
therr humble start. 

Those, too, who were at 
Southampton at the second annual ob- 
servance of Pilgrim day must have been | 
struck by the insignificant | 
character of the event they had assem- | 
bled to commemorate, compared with its | 
unparalleled results, and the unpreten- | 
tious monument which is being erected | 
must haye seemed to them all too small 
as a memorial of those brave men who 
were ready to crosé the vast expanse of | 
the then unknown Atlantic in search of 
freedom to worship God.

The export price of American automo- 
biles in 1012 averaged less than in any 
earlier year in the history of the export 
trade. The average for 1912, dividing 
the total number of machines exported 
into stated value, was $990 each, against 
$1100 in 1911, $1380 in 1910, $1700 in 
1909, and $1880 in 1908. 

On the import side, the automobiles 
imported last year amounted to only 
about $2,000,000 in value, against more 
than $4,000,000 in 1907. The average 
import value of the automobiles brought 
into the country last year was $2216 
each, against $2138 in 1911, $1936 in 
1910, $1788 in 1909, and $2392 in 1908. 
Thus the export price of American ma- 
chines has fallen from $1880 in 1908 to 
$990 in 1912, while the import price of 
foreign automobiles entering the coun- 
try has only fallen from $2392 jin 1908 
to $2216 in 1912, the reduction in price 
on the export side being 47 per cent, 
and on the import side only 8 per cent. 

Even the remarkable growth in the 
exports of American automobiles noted 
above has not kept pace with the growth 
in production at home, since the census 
of 1900 showed the value of automobiles 
manufa*tured in the United States in 
1899 at $4,748,000, while that of 1910 
showed $249,202.000 as the value. manu- 
factured in 1909. The wages paid in 
automobile industry, as shown by the 
census report, aggregated $1,321,000 in 
1899 and $48,694,000 in 1009; the capi- 
tal employed in the industry in 1899, 
$5,769,000 and in 1909, $173,837,000; and 
the number of wage earners employed, 
in 1899, 2241, and in 1909, 75,721. 

English-speaking peoples are the chief 
purchasers of American automobiles. 
Of the 21,757 exported in 1912, 6288 
went to Canada, 5716 to the United 
Kingdom, and 3625 to Australia and 
New Zealand; the next largest number, 
1611, being credited to South America, 
while European countries other than 
the United Kingdom 2296. 

Of the 963 automobiles imported into 
the country in the fiscal year 1912, 40] 
were from France, 188 from the United 
Kingdom, 131 from Italy, 116 from Ger- 
many, and 127 from all other countries.

None the 
Require less binding and civilizing in its effect is the 
ethical standard, slowly built up, which makes 
collective promises in the form of national 
treaties similarly restrictive and prohibitory 
when a nation, having given its word,.is tempted for any reason 
to break it. Unfortunately modern Europe has become somewhat 
skeptical of the reliability of national pledges, owing to the facility 
with which several of the powers have lately overlooked their obliga- 
tions when it came to extension of territory. As a consequence 
there has been an increased reliance on militarism, armament, and 
preparedness for war. 

Although the American press, be it noted, is not consenting, 
the United States has now subjected itself to attack for disregard 
of treaty pledges; and Great Britain, in this case acting for Europe, 
has renewed its formal protest against action that Congress and the 
President both defend but which the ablest of recent secretaries of 
state, Mr. Root, and experienced national legislators conversant 
with foreign affairs cannot champion. The immediate result of the 
enactment of the Panama canal bill is favorable, no doubt, so far as 
it facilitates timely provision for admifistrative rules of the water- 
way. Commendable, also, is the way opened for a restoration of 
an American-owned merchant marine, even if partially built in for- 
eign yards. Moreover it is well that there has been a decision 
making the canal an effective competitor with the transcontinental 
lines. So far so good. But why break faith with a power that by 
concessions had made single ownership of the canal possible? Why 
seek action that may have for its secondary result the undoing of 
much of the work for international arbitration that President Taft 
conspicuously has fostered? 

The intense concentration of the nation at the present time upon 
domestic issues seems to be making the popular thought oblivious 
to phases of international relations that, viewed a decade hence, will 
be seen to have been quite important. Overturning in Congress is 
diminishing the ranks of lawmakers who have something more than 
a parochial and national vision.

visions. Literature is not the only field where this limitation of the 
agitator and analyst is shown. Samuel Adams was unrivaled in 
the capacity to arouse the colonies to revolt; but during the period 
of making and ratifying the new nation’s constitution he proved to 
be far from wise or disinterested. So, during the American recon- 
struction period following the war of °61, men who had _ been 
serviceable as champions of a program for freeing slaves, proved 
far from sagacious in forcing on Congress ways and means of uniting 
North and South and providing political freedom for the negro. 

Criticism of the constructive kind never subjects the person who 
proffers it to the sort of rebuke that Lincoln finally felt it impera- 
tive to administer to Greeley in that classic definition of the legit- 
imate place of opportunism in statesmanship which the great Presi- 
dent wrote to the journalist following the latter’s nagging, partial 
and therefore futile complaints. So, also, with discernment spoke 
the great Cromwell when rebuking the radicals of his time, to whom 
he said that “Raw haste has been half sister to delay.”” A wise critic 
always remembers that statesmen are “often visionaries with an 
acute sense of the difficulty of legislating for practical people,” men 
whose very burdens of responsibility make their vision wider than 
that of the mere dreamer or agitator. 

It is an American exponent of an idealistic system of philosophy, 
Josiah Royce, also one who reflects deeply on ethical aspects of con- 
temporary life, who has said, “It is not freedom from criticisin that 
the administrator desires, but it is a cordial willingness to compre- 
hend.”” And comprehension means a capacity to see more than one 
side and to take long views. 
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Tue Aroostook forms a cap for the head of 
Maine and has an area so great that it is 
sometimes pleasantly spoken of as a state 
rather than as a county. Crook county, 
Ore., is not more than one half its size. 
Aroostook has the moist climate general 
throughout New England. Crook is in the 
dry country of Oregon. It is a far cry, in 
several particulars, from one to the other;

yet they have one thing in common. Aroos- 
took stands preeminent among the potato-growing counties of the 
East; Crook county gives every promise of standing preeminently 
among the potato-growing counties of the West at no distant day. 

Before very close comparisons are made, it ought to be said 
that up to a short time ago Crook county was without railroad com- 
munication with the outer world. Notwithstanding, it had settlers 
and was raising good crops. In 1890 it had a population of 3244, 
and it grew only to 3964 in the next decade, but the coming of the 
railroad gave it an impetus that sent its population up to 9315 in 
1910. It will probably have double, it may have three or four times 
this number of inhabitants in 1920. Because it was remote from 
markets up to quite recently, Crook raised only enough potatoes to 
meet a home or purely local demand. This year it has 1000 acres 
in tubers. It is raising the crop on the dry farming principle. 

We have no figures showing the potato production of Crook 
and Aroostook counties respectively, but we have the figures for 
the states in which they are situated, as late as 1910, In that year 


Oregon had an acreage of 44,000 planted in this vegetable; its pro- 
duction was 4,620,000 bushels, and the value of the crop was $3,234,- 
000. In the same year Maine gave up an acreage of 122,000 to 
potato raising, its production was 27,940,000 bushels, and the value 
of the crop was $11,735,000, or nearly four times that of the Oregon 
crop. Plainly, Crook county will have to settle rapidly and produce 
abundantly before it will bring the potato crop of Oregon up to 
that of Maine, but, plainly, also, the beginning of 1000 acres it 
has made indicates that it is going to be at least a respectable “com- 
petitor of*its down East sister in the near future. 

Potatoes have brought population and wealth to the Aroostook. 
In 1890 that county had 49,589 inhabitants; in 1900, 60,744; in 
1910, 74,644. It is said to have more farmers of large wealth than 
any county in the Union. It is one of the best automobile markets 
in America. Crook county can raise as many potatoes to the acre, 
it is said, although it has not so many acres, and it is within access 
of just as good markets. Its pretensions to comparison with the 
Aroostook, therefore, are not altogether presumptuous. 
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A GENTLEMAN connected in an important 
way with American automobile interests, 
just returned from a visit to Europe, con- 
firms an impression that many disinterested 
excursionists to the United Kingdom and the 
continent have been bringing back for some 
time past, ever since the good roads question 
became one of widespread concern. Stated 
in fewest words, the impression is to this 
effect, that in the United States, with regard 
to roads as with regard to many other things, construction draws 
so largely upon popular thought and enthusiasm that the important 
matter of maintenance is lost to sight. It has often been remarked 
and deplored in the United States that great public works, after con- 
struction, are frequently left to take care of themselves. Without 
going too far into details, just at present considerable interest is 
being taken in the restoration of waterways that cost millions, and 
that have been allowed to fill up and to pass into desuetude through 
public neglect. 

If large sections of the United States today have not the finest 
highways in the world, it is not because enough money to entitle 
them to this distinction has not been expended upon them. All of 
the older states, and all of the counties in the older states, have appro- 
priated money lavishly fram time to time for highway construction. 
Some of the younger states and communities have been even more 
generous in this particular. Yet when the motor car came into use 
au few years ago the roadways of many parts of the country were 
found to be almost impassable. Within the last ten years the expend- 
itures upon them have amounted to many millions. Restoration 
is progressing rapidly. All the way from fifty to a hundred mil- 
lions is mentioned as the amount that will be necessary to carry out 
the road-building improvements now projected. It is a very serious 
question whether the communities engaging in this work will be able 
or willing to.take proper care of the highways they construct. 
Looking to the future, this is important. It is not nearly as dif- 
ficult to obtain public money for original road or street construc- 
tion as it is to obtain money for repairs or reconstruction later. 
Common experience proves this. 

Now, according to the observer referred to, the roads of Europe 
are handled quite differently. In the first place, they are not left 
to the care of local authorities. ‘They are largely under government 
inspection and control. They are not allowed to fall out of-repair. 
They are constantly watched and mended on the stitch-in-time prin- 
ciple. In Europe, maintenance is a first consideration. In the 
United States too often it is last. 

It must be taken into account, of course, that, comparatively 
speaking, Europe is in a finished state. Its roads, for instance, have 
been centuries in the making. Of greater moment still, its public 
sentiment has been centuries in the making. But no excuse is to be 
found in either fact-for the failure of the American people to hold 
their ground at every step of progress, whether it be in road-making 
or anything else. Neglect is often the worst form that extrava- 
gance can take, and there are few things more, costly to the Amer- 
ican taxpayer, or needlessly so, than the neglected highway.

political development; and at the: same time 
it insures exemption throughout the West 
from anything like the economic dependency on corporations owning 
mines, which obtains in the East. Now this same official announces 
a similar broad policy with respect to water privileges. At enor- 
mous expense, for which the entire nation was taxed, great reser- 
voirs and distributing systems have been built in regions given over 
a generation ago to arid desolation. The magic touch of water on 
land rich in food for plant and tree is busy creating towns and cities 
as well as farms and orchards. For dwellers in the former, Secre- 
tary Fisher now has friendly thought. .To them he would have the 
government provide water stored in federal reservoirs, and on terms 
that make the transaction essentially one of good will, not bartering. 

Why there should be an opportunity oftered for urban use of 
this water supply is clear. But why the ranch-owner and farmer 
should pay for what the city dweller is to get free is not so obvious. 
Dwellers in the regions transformed by national enterprise and credit, 
invested in great engineering works, should share alike in whatever 
system of recompensing Uncle Sam has in operation. Only by 
some fair scale of payment can community self-respect be main- 
tained and criticism from the East be avoided. National resources 
can hardly be taxed to create ways and means of giving city com- 
munities of one section of the country advantage over similar com- 
munities of other regions. 
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New ORLEANS adopted commission government on Wednesday 
by a vote of 23,900 to 2119. That came near being unanimous. 
Hereafter, instead of a cumbrous municipal government of the old 
type, all of its administrative business will be transacted by a mayor 
and four commissioners.

The clustered-farm system in Germany is | 
inherited from the remote period when it | and Floods 
was necessary for the tillers of the soil to | | 
combine for protection against a variety of Se 
foes. It has survived as a means of bring- ~ — 
ing the people of the countryside into closer social relationship. 
Regarding it in this light it is a system well worthy of imitation. 
Under it, the farmer, instead of dwelling in isolation as he does in 
the United States, would become part of a community. The farnx 
houses, that is, would be grouped as a hamlet; the farms would 
spread out around it. The farm would be the farmer's workshop; 
the hamlet would be his home. Communal life has long been advo- 
cated in this country as a means of encouraging the greater cultiva- 
tion of the soil. It should be advocated more earnestly. 

But the proposal to adopt it in the lower Mississippi valley with 
the view of enabling farmers in that section the better to protect 
themselves, by combination of effort and energy, against the spring 
floods, 1s not worthy of serious consideration. Possibly if the farm- 
ers in the districts at present subject to inundation were clustered 
they might through united labor be able to prevent losses they now 
suffer despite individual exertion, but there is no real solution of the 
difficulty here, or anything like one. The thing to do, clearly, is to 
prevent the floods. Then protection against them will not be neces- 
sary. 

The way to accomplish this is simple. It has been shown so 
often that nearly everybody now 1s, or ought to be, familiar with it. 
All that is necessary is to impound 1n the freshet season the head- 
waters of the streams that combine to make the Mississippi. It is 
a mere matter of constructing dams and reservoirs. The cost would 
be great, but incomparably smaller than the cost of the Mississippi 
floods in the last twenty-five years. In the end the water powers 
made possible, for irrigating and electric-generating purposes, would 
reimburse the public purse for all expenditures upon such a neces- 
sary and beneficent enterprise. 

Not one word should be said in disparagement of the German 
farm-cluster system. Its introduction into rural North America in 
general would be a good thing. But it should be considered wholly 
apart from the question of harnessing and utilizing the freshet 
waters that now run to waste and cause destruction. 
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EstIMATEs differ very widely as to the actual | 
number of voters in the United States. Expe- 
rience teaches that the figure may not be 
obtained with any greater exactitude than the 
population of a city by computing it on the 
five-to-one or any other popular basis. It is 
a well-known fact that city directory statis- 
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ticians frequently make great mistakes by | 
proceeding to compute the entire population | 
on the basis of the names in their publica- 
tions. There is a difference of 8,335,000 between the estimate of 
the census bureau and that made by the statistician of a New York 
contemporary, with relation to the number of voters in the United 
States this year. Yet, wide as this difference may seem, it is not 
impossible to reconcile the two estimates. 

On the one hand, there is a great difference between the number 
of persons of voting age in the country and the number of voters; 
on the other hand, there is a great difference between the number 
of persons entitled to vote and the number who actually cast their 
ballots. This latter number is ascertainable from the election returns. 
It does not climb proportionately with the general population. In 
1890 the population of all the states and territories was 62,947,714, 
and the total vote cast in 1892 was 12,059,410. In 1900 the popula- 
tion was 75,994,714, and the total vote cast in 1896 was 13,923,102. 
In 1910 the population was 91,972,266, but the total vote of. 1908 
was only 14,888,442. While the population between 1900 and 1910 
increased 15,977,691, or 21 per cent, the number of actual voters 
from 1900 to 1908 increased only 1,359,463, or less than 10 per cent. 
In 1890, it appears, more than one person to every five of population 
voted for President, while in 1908 less than one person to every six 
of population cast their ballots, notwithstanding that the total vote 
exceeded that of any previous election by over 900,000. 

The census bureau estimates the total number of voters in the 
United States this year to be 24,335,000. Even when the admission 
of Arizona and New Mexico and the addition of great numbers of 
women voters in California and Washington are considered as fac- 
tors in the situation, the New York newspaper statistician is unwilling 
to concede that the total vote for the,presidency in 1912 will exceed 
16,000,000. It may not, and yet if the census bureau's figures were 
intended not to show the actual number of voters, but the actual num- 
ber of persons of voting age, the two estimates might be brought much 
more closely together. In the first place, a very large number of aliens 
would have to be eliminated from the census estimate, and when this 
was done there would still remain to be deducted the much larger 
number who neglect the duties of citizenship either wholly or par- 
tially by registering and then remaining away from the polls. It is 
probable that 16,000,000 will be found to be near the actual number 
of persons who in 1912 will compose the court of final appeal in the 
high politics of the nation. As the wind, which bloweth where it 
listeth, so is popular opinion.
